1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 1-3| filed 7/26/04, with respect to claims 15-36 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Final Rejection of 4/26/04 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to show, adjusting device for displacing device for an optical system having a body and 
a Piezoelectric actuator which is supported by an element to be displaced for moving 
the element on the body along a predetermined direction wherein, the piezoelectric 
actuator arrangement moves with the element to be displace; and the piezoelectric 
being actuator controlled in such a way that it exerts shock pulses on the element in 
order to carry out a stepwise movement of the element on body. Prior art also fails to 
show, the piezoelectric actuator element to be displace being supported by a 
pretensioned spring device; and a measuring head operable to scan measurement 
markers and arranged at the element to be displaced at a terminating surface in front or 
back in relation to the given direction.
